After spending about an half hour in this library we went with 
Mr. Kerr to the barns. We naturally first went to see his Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle. We were met at the Aberdeen-Angus barn b 
the manager and were conducted by him through the barns. The 
first animal we saw was the 
famous Highland champion 
bull Gypsy Eric. This bull 
was in wonderful shape. He 
looked ready to lead into the 
show ring right then. He 
was one of the lowest set, 
thickest bulls that I saw in 
Scotland and I would rate 
him as one of the greatest 
bulls of the breed in the 
world today. He had a won- 
derful covering of flesh all 
over and was as low set and 
blocky as a person could wish 
for. This bull is young, but 
has already proven himself a 
great sire. One of his sons 
Baron Bruce, was the high 
priced bull at Perth in 1929, 
selling for $15,000 to go to 
the Argentine. I would ex- 
pect this bull to sire some 
great winners in Scotland 
within the next few years. In 
a box stall just next to 
Gypsy Eric we saw the other 
great herd bull, Enthraller of 


there was the famous cow, 
Juana Erica, champion of 
England, Ireland and Scot- 
land in her day. Below her 
were pictures of her famous 
champion daughters almost every daughter being a champion of 
either Scotland or England, or both. Then there were the succeed- 
ing granddaughters that were champions. This group of Juana 
Erica pictures spoke a whole story in themselves and made me 
keener than ever to get to the barn and see Mr. Kerv’s herd which 
consisted almost all of descendants of Juana Erica. 

In another group of pictures we saw some of his famous Short- 
horn cattle that he had produced at Harviestoun. Among his other 
pictures was a picture of Harviestoun Grandee, the famous bull 
that he exported to America and that made such a record in this 
country as a sire. 

In another group we saw pictures of some of his famous Cly- 
desdale champion horses. There must have been at least a dozen 
of these horse pictures and among them was a picture of the fa- 
mous mare “Baroness of Harviestoun” champion at Chicago sever- 
al years ago. 

In another group we saw pictures of his champion Leicester 
sheep, his champion Hackney horses and his famous Cairn Terrior 
dogs. What a story these pictures told. Here was a man who had 
been successful in producing all these different kinds of live stock. 
More successful probably than any other live stock breeder in the 
world. The fact that he put real effort and thought into his live 
stock breeding efforts was shown again by the fact that below the 
pictures in bookcases all around the room was probably a copy of 
every book published on live stock, live stock breeding, evolution of 
animals, heredity and all other subjects that related to animal life 
or breeding. No wonder with a man like this at the head, that Har- 
viestoun has been so successful in all these different live stock pro-

Lethen. This bull is a bigger 
type of bull, very level in 
his top and very uniform 
throughout. He _ has sired 
some of the leading winners 
in Scotland of recent years. From our standpoint however, he was 
not as impressive a type of bull as Gypsy Eric. The third herd bull 
at Harviestoun is Guardian of Candiecraig. This bull was champion 
at Perth when a yearling and has proven an outstanding sire. He 
was thin when we saw him but appeared to be a good bull. 
We were next taken to see the yearling heifers. These heifers 
were running in an open court. There were about 15 of them and 
they were as like as peas in a pod. They were full of quality, type 
and refinement and I was greatly impressed with them. At least 
half of these heifers were Juana Ericas. They were in beautiful 
condition and were really a wonderful lot all the way through. Just 
across from these heifers we were taken to see the two year old 
heifers. There were seven or eight of these two year old heifers, 
very similar to the yearlings in both type and breeding. ‘These 
heifers were sired by the different herd bulls and I would say that 
the heifers by all three bulls, were of outstanding type and unl- 
formly good. I liked them so much and especially the Juana Ericas 
that I asked Mr. Kerr if he would send one out to us in our next 
shipment of cattle and he said he would if he could spare one. Mr. 
Kerr is the kind of a breeder who watches every generation of his 
animals and when he gets the right animal that suits him she is re- 
tained for his herd and is not for sale at any price. This of course 
accounts for part of the wonderful progress he has made as a 
breeder.

“During the first year following the vaccine treatment, seven 
animals, or four per cent, of the non-reacting treated animals 
aborted. Of those observed during a second period, 108 in num- 
ber, only one, or 0.9 per cent, aborted. In the 152 reacting animals, 

37, or 24 per cent, aborted 
during the first year of ob- 


per cent aborted during the 
first year of observation. Of 
the 61 animals observed dur- 
ing the second year period, 
9,8 per cent, aborted. _ 

“Another point of inter- 
est concerning the treated 
group is that 95 of the ani- 
mals were pregnant at the 
time they received the vac- 
cine. The absence of harm- 
ful effects in pregnant ani- 
mals is in keeping with prev- 
ious data on this point. 

“Tf the disease had been 
present in the herds for a 
considerable period before 
the immunization  experi- 
ments were undertaken, there 
would be some basis for the 
contention that a large pro- 
portion of the treated ani- 
mals already possessed im- 
munity to the disease. We 
have observed that in such 
herds many animals remain uninfected and constantly show a neg- 
ative or slight degree of reaction, if any, for a period of several 
years regardless of their being in constant contact with infected 
animals. Such animals are not naturally immune, but possess a 
naturally acquired immunity, the origin of which will be discussed 
in a forthcoming publication. 

“In the majority of the herds dealt with in this paper, the dis- 
ease had not been present for a long period of time prior to vac- 
cine treatment if the period is judged by the date of the first abor- 


tion, the number of abortions, and the number of animals reacting aborter. This animal should be separated [Continued on page 7 


to the agglutination test. Also, the wide difference in the 
abortion rate in the reacting animals during the first year and 
the second year of observation is further evidence that the dis- 
ease was not of long standing in certain of the herds. This 
observation is in line with what one usually encounters among 
infected animals during the second and third years after the 
introduction of the disease into a herd. That is, the rate of 
abortion is reduced by the failure of a considerable precentage 
of permanently infected animals to conceive and by the estab- 
aera of immunity in those which become free from in- 
ection 


“It is a difficult task to determine, except in a general 
way, the protective value of an agent against an infectious 
disease such as Bang’s abortion disease when the method of 
measuring its value depends solely upon the occurrence of the 
symptom of the disease (abortion) which may or may not be 
in evidence. It is a common occurence for animals to become 
infected, especially when not pregnant, and never show the 
symptom (premature expulsion of the fetus) associated with 
infection. In this disease, it is necessary to know that the im- 
munizing agent protects against infection as well as the symp-

cent, out of 61 during the 
second year. 

“Only five of the treated 
animals were sold because of 
breeding trouble, while 38 of 
the reacting ones were sold 
for this reason. 

“There is no indication 
that the vaccine caused any 
harmful effects or reduced 
the breeding efficiency of the 
treated animals. 

“The breeding data and 
a few bacteriological data in- 
dicate that a high percentage 
of the animals were protect- 
ed against Br. abortus in- 
fection.” 

Danger From Vaccinated 

Animals Exaggerated. 

In the following quota- 
tions the reader will discover 
that the laboratory has in al- 
most every instance exaggerated the danger from the vaccination 
of cattle against abortion infection and at the same time has min- 
imized the limitations of the blood test. This biased attitude has 
been one of the causes of the slow progress that has been made in 
the control of this disease. We especially invite your careful read- 
ing of the quotation from Special Bulletin No. 28, which was revis- 
ed and reprinted in September, 1925, by the University of Minneso- 
ta. We quote as follows: 

“The most active source of spread of this disease is the recent

I would like to second the suggestion made recently 
by Mr. Crosby of California and at the same time accept 
the invitation of the Editor to “Speak out in meeting.” 

I have been expecting this thing to break out some- 
where sometime and have wondered a lot just why the car 
lot feature of our shows were so manifestly ignored. 

For myself, having been an exhibitor in the carlot 
class for the past five years to start this, I feared would 
appear like “knocking” but since it is started I cannot re- 
frain from attempting to add some impetus.

Now that Lyman has “aired his views” the Journal 
feels more guilty than ever for neglecting this branch of 
our industry—which in reality is the “Business End of 
Our Business.” To build an alibi is the least of our am- 
bitions. In accepting the charge of neglect may we draw 
into the fold as associates those who deal in this class of 

cattle. It is quite possible, is it not, that someone some- 
where has failed to make proper contact with his breed 
paper? 

You know it is mighty hard to find a black cow in 
dark. For that matter it is just as difficult to find fal 
carloads of feeder cattle or even fat bullocks unless some- 
one ventures at least a hint as to where they are. Many 
are the instances where a Journal representative has vis- 
ited a farm and come away disappointed at the amount of 
information received. 

_True enough the producer is busy looking after his 
business, just as he should be, and perhaps for that very 
reason he does not devote the amount of attention to 
handing out publicity information that he should for the 
good of the cause and yet he may satisfy his own con- 
science by saying to himself that “there is nothing in it 
for me to spend my time with that guy.” In other words 
he is trying to make a living and only takes into consider- 
ation that which promises immediate financial returns. 
This same thing may be said of the publicity man. 

Largely the difficulty has been in our inability to 
procure sufficient first hand data from which to build 
good readable stories in the case of the producers of eith- 
er the fat or the feeder sections.

_ . In the case of the pure bred registered cattle classes 
it is different. There are published records available to 
those who are not so familiar with facts as they have de- 
veloped over the years. This together with the desire on 
the part of the owners to procure the big free publicity 
makes it quite an easy matter to report these shows in de- 
tail. There is perhaps greater honor coming out of the 
production and development of a winning load than there

from the rest of the herd for a period of 
(preferably) 60 days, when the germs will 
have disappeared from the uterus. It some- 
times happens that a cow may calve norm- 
ally and still scatter the abortion germs 
with the fetal and uterine fluids. It is there- 
fore very important that animals be kept 
apart from the herd at the time of parturi- 
tion. Usually the germs disappear from 
the uterus in a few weeks. They have been 
known to remain as long as 65 days. The 
longer isolation can be continued, up to two 
months, the safer, but if this period is not 
practicable on the farm, all animals which 
have recently calved should be treated as 
infected individuals and kept apart until all 
discharges cease. Cleanliness. and careful 
disinfection of the parturition stall are very 
important as well as the proper disposal of 
all infected material and bedding soiled by 
the discharges. These latter should be burn- 
ed. The bull should be kept apart from the 
herd and breeding should be only on neutral 
ground (that is, ground not used by male 
or female cattle). This is necessary because 
of the danger of contaminating the food of 
cows with discharges from the sheath and 
penis of infected bulls. After breeding, 
cows should be confined in stanchions where 
danger of licking themselves or being licked 
by other animals is eliminated. It would 
also be an excellent precaution to wash the 
posterior parts of the cow which has been 
bred with a mild antiseptic before allowing 
her to associate with other animals. It is

“As a result of the experiments conduct- 
ed here, we have come to the following con- 
clusions: : 

1. The living vaccine produces some Im- 
munity to invasion of the placenta by Bact. 
abortus Bang. The degree of immunity var- 
ies according to the individual and the vat- 
iations are marked. 

2. The dead bacteria or bacterins have 
very little immunizing value. j 

3. Abortions occur in animals which 
have been treated with vaccines. It is true 
that living vaccines will reduce the abortion 
rate, but not to the desirable minimum.

large dairy herd in which we have been con- 
ducting experiments for three years, shows 
an abortion rate among the vaccinated ani- 
mals of 11.4 per cent. In the controls or 
unvaccinated cattle, the abortion rate was 
21.2 per cent.” 

We want to especially call your attention 
to the fact that during the past 5 years it 
has been definitely proved that the bull does 
not transmit abortion infection to the cow 
when she is bred. Therefore parts of this 
quotation with reference to the breeding on 
neutral ground do not apply. 

_ Further exaggerations of the danger of 
infection being carried by vaccinated ani- 
mals are reported in Technical Bulletin No. 
43, issued September, 1926, by the Univers- 
ity of Minnesota, from which we quote as 
follows: 

The Carrier Problem. 

“The use of a viable organism, especially 
those of proven pathogenecity, as an im- 
munizing agent, has always been viewed 
with misgiving, due to the ever-present dan- 
ger of spread of this disease to non-infected 
individuals. This danger has limited the 
use of the vaccine to those herds showing a 
high percentage of natural infection. If 
the degree of immunity produced by the use 
of the living vaccine depends upon an ever- 
present low grade active infection the suc- 
cessfully immunized animal must be regard- 


ed as an ever-present source of danger as 
a spreader of infection. In order to com- 
pare this danger of the vaccinated as com- 
pared with the naturally infected animals a 
survey of the isolation of the organism from 
both groups is of interest. Of the 27 pla- 
centas examined following 34 normal calv- 
ings in the vaccinated group, 2, or 7.4 per 
cent, cows 136 and 366, showed the presence 
of the organism, as compared with 4, or 
12.1 per cent, of 33 examinations of normal 
calvings in the control group. Including the 
number of isolations of Bact. abortus from 
the placentas of the abortions of each group 
we find that the organism was recovered in 
22.2 per cent in the vaccinated as compared 
with 36.3 per cent of the control animals. 
The possibility of infection of the placental 
tissues with Bact. abortus in those cases 
where calving is apparently normal, even 
though the percentage may be small, serves 
to emphasize the need of isolation of all 
animals at the time of parturition. 

“While the spread of abortion infection 
through the uterine discharges may be suc- 
cessfully controlled by proper quarantine 
measures, the danger of milk-borne infec- 
tion and its control is less clearly under- 
stood. Many investigators are of the opin- 
ion, based on experimental results, that 
calves fed upon infected milk do not harbor 
the organism for long periods of time and 
that permanent infection does not take 
place until sexual maturity. Whatever the 
danger of milk-borne infection may be, it 
is of interest to note that the number of 
animals eliminating the organism through 
this channel are not materially increased by 
the administration of the living vaccine 
which shows 26 per cent as compared with 
24.2 per cent for the control group animals 
giving off the organisms in the milk. A 
summation of the bacteriologic results 
shows 30 per cent of the vaccinated and 42.4 
per cent of the control animals eliminated 
Bact. abortus Bang by either one or both 
channels and thus acted as spreaders of the 
infection. 

“Before concluding the discussion of the 
carrier problem, we wish to refer briefly to 
the isolation of Bact. abortus Bang from 
those animals which fail to give positive 
evidence of infection to one or both of the 
serologic tests. While this condition is 
rarely met with, due possibly to disregard 
to negative animals, it is of sufficient im- 
portance to merit the attention of those who 
hope to succeed in controlling this disease 
solely by means of the serolgic tests. It 
should be clearly understood that this data 
it not presented in any effort to discredit 
the serologic tests, but merely to call at- 
tion to their limitations, for we believe that 
successful control measures must be based 
upon correct interpretation of a number of 
serologic reactions of each herd individual. 
Animal 366 was vaccinated July 12, 1923. 
She conceived at the fourth service and 
calved normally on January 30, 1925. On 
October 25, 1923, the agglutinin titre was 
partial at 1:200, with complement fixation 
complete at 0.1, 0.5, and 0.025. On Sep- 
tember 9, 1924, the agglutinin titre had 
dropped to a partial at 1:25 with comple- 
men fixation still complete at 0.1, 0.05, and 
0.025. On January 28, 1925, two days be- 
fore the calving date, the agglutinin titre 
was negative throughout, while fixation re- 
mained positive. At parturition on January 
30, 1925, Bact. abortus Bang was isolated 
from the placenta. Cow 143, giving a par- 
tial agglutinin titre at 1:25 and 1:40 on Oc- 
tober 28, 1922, and thereafter negative to 
both tests, was found to be eliminating the 


organism in her milk on October 3, 1924. - 


Bact. abortus was also isolated from her 
placenta following a riormal calving on Jan- 


uary 4, 1925. It is of interest to note that 
this animal aborted during the following 
pregnancy but no evidence could be found 
indicating that the Bang organism was con- 
cerned. Animal 21 was found to be elim- 
inating the organism in her milk on Jan- 
uary 21, 1925. She was and had always 
been a negative reactor to both of the sera 
tests. Similar observations have been made 
by other workers. Hart and Traum refer 
to such observations in their conclusions 
with the statement, ‘A correlation of the 
agglutination tests of the animals with the 
definite periods when Bacterium abortus 
was known to have been eliminated shows 
that this organism may be discharged from 
the body without its presence being suspect- 
ed from the agglutination titre of the blood.’ 
Conclusions. 

“1. Although some degree of immunity 
toward Bact. abortus Bang is induced by 
the use of the living vaccine, it does not re- 
duce the abortion rate to a desirable mini- 
mum and should never be used in other than 
badly infected herds. 

2. Individual susceptibility of Bact. abor- 
tus Bang infection is extremely variable. 

3. The use of the living vaccine did not 
increase the number of animals which elim- 
inated Bact. abortus Bang. 

4. Some animals may eliminate Bact. 
abortus Bang without showing serologic ev- 
idence of infection. 

5. We have been unable to demonstrate 
that vaccination retards conception nor that 
increased sterility is directly associated 
with the use of the living vaccine.” 

It has been definitely proved that the giv- 
ing off of Bacillus abortus in the milk of 
the cow is of little or no consequence be- 
cause pasteurization renders this milk safe 
for human consumption. This fact alone 
has deprived the apponents of the vaccine

method of controlling abortion disease of 
their principal weapon. 

It will be noticed in the last quotation 
that the vaccinated animals gave birth to a 
larger number of healthy calves than did 
the unvaccinated animals. A critical study 
of this quotation shows that those cows 
that were vaccinated had much less infec- 
tion with abortion disease as shown by a 
study of their afterbirths than did those 
cows that were not vaccinated. This study, 
as is usual in such studies, magnifies the 
dangers from the vaccine and minimizes its 
advantages, therefore the conclusions are 
not in entire accord with the facts as shown 
here. 

We have no way of knowing how much 
attention was given to the breeding health 
of these animals aside from the abortion in- 
fection, and it is quite likely that more at- 
tention from this angle of the situation 
would have brought about even more favor- 
able results. 

That our best known authorities appre- 
ciate the fact that abortion infection in cat- 
tle is not of very serious importance as a 
cause of undulant fever, we need but quote 
from Dr. A. V. Hardy, of the United States 
Public Health Service, who says in the 
March, 1930, issue of Veterinary Medicine: 

“Packing house employes furnish the 
greatest proportional number of cases; next 
in frequency of occurence come veterinar- 
ians and then farmers. In these groups the 
infection is chiefly due to contact with in- 
fected animals. Undulant fever is primar- 
ily a disease of young adults. Children, 
that group of population most in need of 
milk, are remarkably resistant to the in- 
fection. It would be a great mistake to 
council those unable to obtain pasteurized 
milk to boil their milk before they use it. 
This would result in a decreased use of milk, 
which would be far more harmful to the 
population as a whole than is undulant fev- 


er. 

“Clinically, cases of undulant fever due 
to the porcine and bovine organism are in- 
distinguishable. It is to be noted, howev- 
er, that of three fatal cases in Iowa last 
year in which the type of organism was de- 
termined, all were porcine, and of four ex- 
ceedingly mild cases, so mild that the cases 
were recognized only by accident, all were 
due to the bovine strain of the Brucella 
abortus.”

and refinement. We saw several of his 
champion cows and saw the dams of several 
of the most famous herd bulls in Scoctland.

Next to the pigeons we saw his 
chickens. Here we saw chickens that looked 
like barred rocks, but were heavier and 
shorter legged. Besides being good produc- 
ers of eggs and good eating fowl, they were 
especially valuable for hatching pheasant’s 
eggs and rearing young pheasants, as they 
had proven to be exceptionally good moth- 
ers. Next to these big chickens we saw ban- 
tams which were the miniatures of these 
larger chickens. I asked Mr. Kerr how he 
developed these bantams and he said by se- 
lection and line breeding. I was wondering 
what next to expect to see as result of this 
wonderful man’s breeding work. 

From the chicken department we went to 
see his Clydesdale horses. In the barn we 
saw some yearling and two year olds and 
in an adjoining field we saw his famous 
Clydesdale brood mares. Many of them 
were the dams of some of the most famous 
Clydesdale horses of the breed today. Mr. 
Kerr explained to me that he did not keep 
a stallion for breeding purposes. He felt 
that it was better policy to send each mare 
to the horse, wherever he might be in Scot- 
land, which he thought would mate best 
with that particular mare. He said if he 
kept a breeding stallion the temptation 
would be to try to make a reputation for 
that horse by breeding all his best mares to 
him regardless of whether he would really 
nick best with them or not. The fact that 
Mr. Kerr has produced some of the greatest 
Clydesdales of recent years is a clear indi- 
cation that his policy is right and that he 
has succeeded in mating these great mares 
with the right horses. 

After seeing the Clydesdales we went 
to his dog farm. This is a separate insti- 
tution with an expert dog man in charge. 
Here we saw his Cairn terriers, his West 
Highland Terriers and his Sussex Spaniels. 
There must have been around thirty breed- 
ing dogs of these three breeds at this farm. 
As we were walking among the dogs there 


was a little Cairn terrier, a real beauty, fol- ~ 


lowing us. Mr. Kerr pointed to that dog 
and said “That’s the Baron’s Pride, of the 
Cairn family,” or in other words, there is 
the greatest sire of the Cairn Terrier breed. 
From the dog farm we went to see his 
Shorthorn cattle and his Leicester sheep. 
These were on the other side of his estate 
three or four miles away from the home 
farm. The Shorthorns numbered around 
fifty head and were a good lot. We saw 
cows that had produced a number of famous 
animals. These cows were big and thick 
with lots of character. His herd bulls were 
both big bulls with lots of bone and rugged- 
ness and had proven themselves outstand- 
ing sires. I did not take note of the names 
of these Shorthorn cattle. They were all 
in wonderful condition. The Leicester 
sheep numbered around one hundred head 
and were on the same farm as the Short- 
horns. Some very high priced rams _ ha 
been sold from this flock at different times. 
We might have kept on going and seen

en we left this bird house I reali 
that I had been talking to and visiting ae 
the greatest animal breeder I had ever met. 
He is really a practical student of animal 
breeding and his results have been phenom- 
inal. I have never seen a place like it be- 
fore and I have never met a man who could 
make such a wonderful success in breeding 
all these different kinds of live stock. No 
wonder Harviestoun is so famous, no won- 
der it has produced and is producing so 
many wonderful Aberdeen-Angus cattle, 
Clydesdale horses and Shorthorn cattle with 
a man like Mr. Kerr at its head. 

We were invited to stay for lunch but I 
had to catch a train from the ‘neighboring 
city of Dollar, so that I could arrive in 
Glasgow that afternoon.
